The power of the © Catholic press ant 
a medium for advertising is seldom | 
given the credit which it merits. Even | 
Catholics who willingly admit the lit- 
erary value and the laudable influence 
of Catholic newspapers and periodi- 
cals, frequently do not support. them 
with their advertising. The advertis- 
ing value of the Catholic press can 
stand on its own merits, and may be 
judged purely as a business proposi- 
tion, based solely on its ability to pro- 
duce results.
